And under this act of March 14,

or under -the act of Feb. 14, 


S4S, extending the provisions of the 
Akron law, the school district of 
jlms was regulated until the passage 
if the general school law of May i. 
873. This law repealed all former 
aws, reorganized the schools and 
classified the districts of the State as 
ollows : 


•Olty districts of the fi»st dais, 


city districts of the second class, vil- 
age districts, special dlstrlets and 
iownship districts.1'
